Masks covered the faces of both

Each man was armed 
with a pistol. The victims said. 


The robbery marked the third 
ime this year that two bandits,

ern have robbed supermarkets in 
he twin cities of Little Rock and 
North Little Rock.

jer was abducted at his home, 
forced to return to his store in 
his own car, and then left bound 
and gagged by the gunmen.
